3. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner has carefully considered the independent claims 1, 7, 12, 16, 20, and 
32 and the Applicant's arguments filed 09/18/06. 

Suzuki teaches a system for managing a computer from a host computer, 
comprising the generating a GUI for a printer for interfacing between a host 
processor of the computer and a user (column 1 , lines 46-49); a data module 
containing an operating code for causing the printer to execute a predetermined 
action responsive to a computer command initiated at the GUI (Fig. 1, column 6, 
lines 38-43); and a conflict dialog module coupled to the data module and having 
a list of conflicts, the data module causing the conflict dialog module to generate

a conflict (error) from the list of conflicts responsive to a selected predetermined 
action to be executed by the host processor (col 2, lines 6-8; col 5, lines 52-64). 
However, Suzuki does not teach that GUI code is maintained independently of 
operating code by using separate modules. In fact, Suzuki teaches both the 
printer driver and the printer monitor include a graphic user interface ("GUI"). The 
printer driver GUI displays printer status data to the user and the printer 
monitor GUI displays printer errors or warnings. Sieffert teaches an imaging 
system in which the modular structure of the components allows the system to be 
modified to handle different imaging devices by swapping out components. 
Sieffert also does not teach GUI code that is maintained independently of 
operating code by using separate modules. Therefore, neither Suzuki nor 
Sieffert, alone or in combination, specifically teaches that GUI code is maintained 
independently of operating code by using separate modules such that the 
modification of GUI code does not affect other module(s), in specific combination 
as recited in the independent claims 1, 7, 12, 16, 20, and 32.
